‘company’s mines have yielded a satisfactory return of ore during the past 
palf-year, the quantity raised from both mines having been 1800 tons, against 

1460 tons for the previous six months, Notwithstanding this increased extrac- 

tion, the reserves of ore, taking the old mines and Quinientos together, have 

pot been diminished ; they remain at 1900 tons. In the old mines the explora. 
works, as Will be seen by the mining agent’s reports, have not led to any im- 
tant discoveries of ore ; still the ore ground previously opened up bas turned 
out well, so that there has not been much difficulty in keeping up the returns. 

At the Quinlentos Mine the raisings of ore have gradually increased. The new 

engine has not yet been erected, but is at the mine, and Mr. Tonkin is only wait- 

for favourable weather to put it into position, and setit to work. The smelt- 
iog operations have shown improved results during the past half-year ; the pro- 
duce of lead from the ores has been larger, and thecost of working less, than in 
the six mouths to June 30 last. These improved results have been obtained under 
yofavourable circumstances, the chief being that the furnace-house had to be 
provided with a new roof.

The raisings of the two periods compare thus :—Ore raised 
to June 30 last, 2240 tons; ditto, Dec. 31 last, 2346 tons: showing an increase of 
106 tons. The productive power of the mines continue to be well sustained, as 
will be seen from the fact that there are still 8600 tons of discovered ore in re- 
serve—a diminution of only 200 tons on the previous estimate. This shows that 
the quantity of ore discovered during the six months has very nearly sufficed to 
replace the 2346 tons extracted.

also been erected, but this, as well as the miners’ dwellings, will yield an equit- 
able return on cost in the shape of rent, The quantity of saleable coal at bank 
on March 20 was about 5090 tons, and the present weekly ralsings average 1000 
tons.

$2000 per ton. In the Eureka Consolidated Mine a rich body of ore has been 
discovered. The shipments of bullion in Idaho, by Wells, Farvo and Co., are 
steady and large in amount, showing the mines in that territory to be ina 
flourishing condition. In Montana, the Union Company baye struck rich pay 
ground on Indian Creek, the dirt washing out at the rate of $5 tothe pan. The 
reports from this territory record great activity and energy in mining opera- 
tions. In Utah the production of bullion is unabated, notwithstanding severe 
weather, The Salt Lake Tribune, of February 26, says :—‘* Wells, Fargo and 
Co. have received, since the 16th inst., two lots of buillon, valued at $126,608°90.”’ 
Our mining exchanges are bare of actual results, but give accounts of the most 
extensive and thorough development of all classes of mines on the Pacific Slope.

REMARKS,—The week just closing has not been one of uninter- 
rupted advance, but subject toa certain amount of fluctuation, caused, 
in some measure, by reports which were diligently circulated, to suit 
political or other purposes, of possible complications in the settlement 
of the Alabama question, and the yet more serious question of a re- 
newal of hostile intentions on the part of Germany towards France. 
It appears that there 1s as little probability of the one matter leading to an in- 
terruption of our commercial relations with America as there ts of the other re- 
stricting our trade with the Continent; but these reports floating about forma 
very convenlent handle for interested parties to work to their own advantage, 
So far as metals are concerned, much has not been effected. It would have suited 
those who, having made * bear’’ sales, are looking for an opportunity to cover, 
had they suceceded by a dextrous manipulation of alarming telegrams to knock 
the market down to a price which should enable them to purchase without in- 
curring loss; but up to this time the only effect has been to restrict business, so 
that there is a present pause, and prices are generally, perhaps, hardly so firm 
as they have been, It Isa mistake to suppose that published prices are always 
to be taken asa fair index of the state of the market, Although, as a rule, they 
may be taken as correct, sometimes one weak or nervous holder will sacrifice the 
whole of his interest at a nominal sum; or some skilful manipulator may pur- 
posely dispose of a small parcel very much below the market price, with the 
view of depressing quotations, and then buying back that which he had sold, 
and, perhaps, doubling his stake. At the present time our markets are allina 
most healthy conditlon—none of them are over-stocked ; In fact, stocks every- 
where are reduced to a minimum, and while this 1s the case supplies cannot be 
brought forward to meet the demand, Itis true thatin many metals a const- 
derable rise has been established, but 1t is equally true that a long period of de- 
pression had supervened, which had caused prices to fall below normal quota- 
tions. And it must be also borne in mind that in these days of rapidly advancing 
civilisation the demard for metals in all their endless variety of uses, both com- 
mercial and ornamental, is very much on the increase, The markets, then, in- 
stead of being inflated or unsound, are only rising in proportion to the legiti- 
mate demand, or not less legitimate speculation entered into by those who per- 
ecive that the necessities of commerce must create an enquiry for those metals 
with which they have taken care to supply themselves at a moderate price, 
Judging from a perusal of the various statistics that are published, as well as 
from the telegrams continually received from all parts o the world, it would 
seem not unlikely that, despitelthe efforts of * bears’"and *‘ bulls,”’ our markets 
will, in the main, pursue the even tenor of their way, aud that, as regards some 
metals, higher prices may be looked for, and, as regards others, present prices 
be maintained. ; . ‘ : 

CoprEeR,—This metal continued in active request during the early 
daysof the week, and a large business was effected at full rates ; but, 
upon the announcement of the rumours referred to in the opening 
remarks, buyers became somewhat shy, and with a restriction of 
transactions quotations have been rather easier. One or two parcels 
have changed hands as low as 962. cash for Lota, but 977. to 98/, is 
the more general quotation for cash parcels, and 991. to 1001. with prompt. A 
short time ago an article appeared in one of the sclentific Journals, written by 
an authority in such matters, upon bis return from Chill, to the effect that 
from his own pereonal observations he had arrived at the conclusion that the 
power of production of copper at the mines was on the decline, and that the ores 
had ceased to be of the rich yield of former times, This report seems to tally 
with present experience, The charters up to date show a falling off in the sup- 
ply as compared with those of former years during the corresponding period, 
wiileon the other hand the demand is distinctly on the tncrease, It was thought 
by come that when tron shipbuilding came in vogue a heavy blow would be 
dealt at copper in the matterof sheathing for ships’ bottoms, but it is now be- 
ginning to be found that so many and various are the applications to which 
this metal is put that the loss incurred with regard to the sheathing is more 
than made up in other ways. The home and continental demand continues 
good, and reports of sales lately effected in India exhibit a very marked im- 
provement, ‘ihe latest telegrams have reported the highest prices, and ship- 
ments made a few months ago are now readily sold at prices which leave a sa- 
tisfactory result, : ’ 

YELLOW METAL is in slightly better request for the Indian market,

1noN.—This metal continues in great demand, whether in the form 
of ore, pigs, or manufactured iron, and it appears impossible with the 
existing sources of supply to meet the demand. Prices are firmly 
maintained in all quarters, and there are indications in some of yet 
further advance. ‘The present and prospective condition of the iron 
trade is such that every effort is being made to stimulate the produc- 
tion, and the newspapers are filled with new companies formed for the attain- 
ment of this end, The measure of success which will attend them must depend 
very mich upon the quality of the ore, the facilities: with which it can be worked, 
and the proximity of the mines to the smelting furnaces ; but the prima facie 
view of these veniures is that they will prove successful, the outery for iron 
being such that it will be long ere it is appeased. But as iron ore companies 
arestarted corresponding efforts should be put forth to obtain fresh supp!ics of 
coal, of which there appears to be as great a scarcity as there is of ore, and with- 
out which additional supplies of ore would only prove an incumbrance, The 
quotations of pig-iron from the North of Kngland are somewhat wide; No. 3 is 
variously quoted at 90s, to 100s, per ton—perhaps 95s. may be taken as about the 
means at which the largest proportion of business has been done, The stock of 
iron in the bands of the North of Kngland tronmasters, being only equal to one 
week's make, or about 42,000 tons, may be said to be very small. The returns 
show the total out-turn of pig-tron in the Middlesborough district for the month 
of March was 168,685 tous. Shipments are during the same period in excess of 
those of March last year to theextent of 16,000tons, Warrant stores show a re- 
dnuetion during March Of about 30u0 tons. Ratls are quoted at about 101.; plates, 
121. 7s. 6d. ; puddled bars, 71. 7s. 

In South Wales great activity prevails. The demand for rails is so large that 
it is impossible to place the orders which buyers are prepared to give out, and 
which must either be taken elsewhere for execution or set on one side altogether 
for the present. Great efforts are beiug put forth to incre se the power of pro- 
duction; but, owing to the difficulty of obtaining material and settling the 
disputes continually arising in the matter of labour, It is quite impossible to 
extend the out-turn of the works so as to meet the demand. The exports during 
the past month are as follow:—Cardiff, 17,069 tons; Newport, 13,673 tons; 
Swansea, 4129 tons: total, 34,871 tons, A considerable portion of the foregoing 
was shipped to America, There is a general complaint among the fronmasters 
of the difficulty of obtaining plg-iron,the price of which is on the advance. 
The Scotch pig-iron market has been subject to some fluctuations during the 
week. It closed at about 90s,, cash, and advanced on Tuesday last up to 
92s, 9d,, at about which price a good deal of business was effected. Since 
then, however, it has drooped again, and closes 92s. 6d., cash. The shipments 
for the weck have been very large, and this would secm to indicate yet further 
advance tn price,

Specifications for bars, angles 
T-iron, small rounds, and wire-rods are abundant, and our market was never 
more firm and healthy than at the present moment. Large orders are coming 
in from the United States, Russia, and the Continent in greater numbers since 
Quarter Day. Certainly up to the present time the continually advancing 
prices have no effect on the amount of business vone, several parties here being 
willing to pay more than the current rates for prompt deliveries of plates, 
sheets, hoops, nail-rods, and angles. The rail-makers are all actively engaged, 
and the mills in Wales and Middlesborongh are doing a good stroke of work, 
no doubt with a fair profit to the proprietors, The demand for tin-plates is 
good, and great activity prevails at the tin-plate works throughaut the king- 
dom.—Cannon-street, April 19.

COALS begin to accumulate both in the coal yards and at the mines, The con- 
sequence has been that prices have gone down considerably, and while during 
the time of the high prices dealers obtained easily much more than the official 
prices of the Royal mines (at present about 12s, per ton large coals), they are 
often now obliged to sell under it, and the large dealers would willlugly disen- 
gage themselves from their contracts with pecuniary sacrifice. The cause of 
this fall is partly due to the circumstance that when the coals were very scarce 
last year the dealers through their manipulations drove the prices to a quite 
unjustifiable height, while the coal mine owners did all in their power to bring 
out the greatest possible quantity of coal. Inspite of this, however, the reduc- 
tion of price would never have become so great if the winter had been colder, 
and lasted longer, and if the greater part of the distillers and sugar makers, at 
other times very large coal consumers, had not been forced to close their esta- 
biiskments, in consequence of the bad potato and beetroot crop. For England 
this is so far of importance, as it will lose part of theirexport to Berlin ; but as 
coals in England are getting dearer, this might, perhaps, also have been the 
case if coals had not receded so much in Silesia in price. Great quantities have 
already been forwarded to the Eastern and Baltic provinces, hitherto princi- 
pally provided by England. 








THE ExPoRT COAL TRADE.—The exports of coal, coke, &c., from 
the United Kingdom in March were 1,101,093 tons, as compared with 
957,863 tons in March, 1871, and 1,004,196 tons in1870. In these totals 
the exports to France figured for 203,016 tons, against 161,102 tons 
and 244,667 tons respectively, In the first three months of this vear 
the aggregate quantity of coal exported from the United Kingdom 
was 2,858,703 tons, against 2,235,970 tons in the corresponding pe- 
tiod of 1871, and 2,416,119 tons in the corresponding period of 1870. 
Inthese totals Germany figured for 233,835 tons, against 298,491 
tons and 240,868 tons respectively ; and France for 710,298 tons, 
against 421,692 tons and 625,371 tons respectively. The exports have 
increased this year to Russia, Sweden, Denmark, Holland, France, 
Spain, Italy, and British India; but they have decreased to Ger- 
many and Brazil, The value of the coal exported in March was 
655,7327., as compared with 463,851/.in March, 1871, and 485,503, in 
March, 1870; and in the three months ending March 31 this year 
1,643,816, as compared with 1,106,1572,, in the corresponding pe-

The lead miners in the Durham, York- 
shire, and Westmoreland dales work upon a system peculiarly their 
own. They do not earn weekly wages, like other working men, but 
have what is called “lent money"—in the Teesdale district it is 44s. 
per month—and there is an annualsettlement. The great lead mine 
owners tn the Durham dales are the London Company and Mr. W. B. Beaumont, 
M.P., and what the men ask is an increase of the ** lent money ”’ for subsi-tence, 
and some other arrangements more favourable to them, The men in the em- 
ploy of Mr, Beamont, M.P., are standing out. Mr. Beaumont has offered a new, 
and what he deems a better, method of working, with shorter payments, which 
the men will not accept ; and the London Company’s men have petitioned their 
employers for an advance from 44s. to60s. per month. The collieries of Durham, 
where good miners are very scarce, and where wages are high, would soon ab- 
sorb the lead miners if they were inclined to migrate: but as a body they have 
strong attachments to their dales, wherein many generations of miners have 
dwelt, and in which many of the miners cultivate the soil assmall farmers. As 
a class they are a religious body of men, strongly attached to Methodism, with 
remnants of Quakerism in some of the dales.

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


April 18.—It is not a little singular that while the cry with regard 
to the miners is “still they go,” that of the new schemes is “ still 
they come.” Districts such as that between Chacewater and Red- 
ruth, which the terrible depression of a few years since left all but 
deserted, are now alive again with industry—old “ ba!s” in fork and 
new “bals” in progress. In fact, the demand for labour is almost 
weekly increasing, and the supply is as steadily falling short through 
the operation of emigration. We see part of the result in such ad 
vertisements as that put out this week for 100 hands for Terras, 
What we do not quite see is the way in which the county is to pre- 
vent this exodus of her skilled miners, and how their places are to 
be filled in future, The point really is a serious one, and merits that 
more attention should be paid to it than people appear inclined to 
give. Plentyof work and good prices ought to keep men in the county. 

Everybody knew that a rise in the tin standard must follow very 
closely upon the heels of the Banca sales; and everybody, therefore, 
was quite prepared for the official announcement on the following 
day that prices had advanced 4s. all round. Coupling the high price 
of tin with the capital figure to which the recent advances have 
brought copper, one can quite understand the favour in which mining 
enterprise is held just now throughout the country, and the fact that 
the weekly share auction and exchange system is being extended into 
towns so little connected immediately with mining as Falmouth. 
Shares in all paying mines rule very high just now, and are likely 
to be higher, for there is a very general disinclination on the part of 
holders in them to realise. Either they believe that while the metals 
keep up their investments will pay as investments, or they have a 
very shrewd idea that their shares have not touched the highest limit, 
and hold on for better prices, Well, there has been quite enough 
lost that might have been gained by some people in the late rapid 
advances to make men cautious, and to think that after alla birdin 
the hand is not always the equivalent of more in the bush. Two 
possible events may for the time shake their faith rather rudely, 
One—which is pretty sure to come ere long, but the effects of which 
will soon be over—the collapse of some of the schemes which have 
been forced into an unreal vitality. The other, the almost threatened 
renewal of the war upon the Continent, which would have results of 
a very much more serious character, However, these are only clouds 
on the horizon of a day of nearly unequalled sunshine and prosperity. 

There are a few rather curious facts connected with one of the most 
recently started mines—Norith Tolcarne. This was a part of the Pendarves 
United sett, and is on land belonging to Sir Richard Vyvyan.

Chiefly through the indefatigable exertions of Mr. E. Nicholls, of 
Callington, the East Cornwall Mineral Railway, the history of which is a re- 
cord of obstacles and difficulties overcome, has been carried to completion.

Inu the district traversed by the railway 
there is an immense traffic, there being no less than about 0 mines at work, 
besides which very large brickworks are being erected, and companies formed 
for the purpose of manufacturing bricks on the most modern principle. Valu- 
able deposits of fire-clay have also been discovered, almost touching the line. 
It is contemplated that the line in a few years should be extended on to Bos- 
castle, to meet the Northern Sea. It isnot easy to{exaggerate the importance of 
such undertakings as this upon the future of Cornwall, 

A genuine Cornish worthy has, after a short but severe illness, de- 
parted to avother world. Mr. R. R. Michell, of Marazion, the gentleman to 
whom we allude, had by his tact, energy, and ability raised himself from the 
position of merchant’s clerk to be one of the principal business men in West 
Cornwall, and had amassed a well-deserved fortune of 100,0097. He was con- 
nected with mining in the neighbourhood of Marazion for many years, and never 
gave up a venture without thoroughly satisfying himself, as far as possible, that 
he had exhausted its paying resources, Some ten or a dozen years ago he took 
in hand the smelting works at Stable Hobba, near Penzance, which be raised 
from a very sniall concern to one of considerableimportauce, He very soon saw 
what could be made of a business of that kind, and applied all his vigour and 
considerable capital to the thorough development of the works. His perfect 
straighiforwardness and his manly independence were only surpassed by his 
great and definite knowledge of every department of the business. Consequently 
his undertakings prospered, his large connection increased, and his capital be- 
came still greater. This he used in promoting the interests of mining in different 
places, and latterly especially in the new working of Levant Mine, which he 
was mainly, if not altogether, instrumental in once more setting on foot. In 
business, in private friendship, with rich and poor, he was alike affable and re- 
spected. His heart was as kind as his character was unblemished ; and no man 
was more ready to lend a helping hand to deserving poverty or merit wherever 
found. The inhabitants of Marazion in particular, and West Cornwall gene- 
rally, have lost a true friend, who will not easily be replaced. 

An interesting pamphlet, containing the report of the annual meet- 
ing of the Miners’ Association, and papers in connection with that valuable 
society. has just been published. Several of these papers have already beeu txsued 
in detached form; but there is one, on the Burleigh Rock Drill, which appears 
for the first time, to which practical men will turn with considerable satisfac- 
tion, To the pamphlet is prefixed an introductory notice by the honorary sec- 
retary, Mr. Robert Hunt, F.R.S.,in which he remarks—* It is found thata large 
number of young men, who are desirous of becoming members of the Miners’ 
Association classes, are unable to do so from their exceedingly imperfect educa- 
tion. They read with difficulty ; they cannot write with sufficient ease to tike 
notes; they do not know enough of arithmetic to calculate percentages, and, 
consequently, the lectures on chemistry, &c.,are actually useless tothem. The 
perceptive powers of these young miners are so good—and tn reflective powers 
they are vot deficient, although they are untrained—that it is greatly to be re- 
gretted that the means of improving our mining operations are checked through 
the imperfet character of the instruction given in the primary schools, Let us 
hope that the efforts making by the School Board willestablish a better system, 
and remove from the mining districts for the future this severe reflection of 
ignorance, which really ckecks all progress.’’ In this desire ** One and All”’ will 
most heartly join. Mr. Huntalso points out that under the Metalliferous Mines 
Regulation Bill the classes of the Association will become even of greater im- 
portance ; and that, therefore, it should receive far more liberal support. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


April 18.—The supply of ships has been ample lately, and turns for 
loading continue very long. The demand for coal for export is 
scarcely so good as it was ashort time ago; but the home demand 
for coal and coke is as great as at any former period. The output 
of coal has been very seriously reduced by the change from 12 hours 
working to 11 hours, and the large advances in the rates of payment 
for all kinds of underground labour, 

Some kind of misunderstanding has occurred between Mr, Burt, 
the president and confidential agent of the Miners’ Union in North- 
umberland, and the men composing the Union, Mr. Burt has filled 
this office for a very considerable period, and he has done so with 
much credit to himself and advantage to the men. It appears that 
a party of the men—an extreme party, there is little doubt—have 
treated Mr. Burt rather rudely on several occasions ; they have, indeed, 
shown a feeling hostile to him; and, when the question was lately 
brought forward, and very properly so, of increasing the salary of 
Mr, Burt this hostile faction, in a very discreditable and shabby 
manner, opposed the movement, Itcomes with a very ill grace, in- 
deed, from those men to attempt preventing such a man as Mr, Burt 





getting an advance of pay, They have received enormous advances, 








mainly through his instrumentality, It is only fair to remark that 
Mr. Burt has won the esteem of all purties with whom he has come 
in contact. 

The prices of iron and coal are still advancing, and the demand 
for those articles is evidently legitimate, and still exceeds the supply, 
as no stocks of coal, coke, or iron are to be found anywhere in this 
district, while the exports have largely increased of late.

Vv pumping engines, and so to prevent the fracture of thej ints and pipes them. 
selvea, It is well known that very serious fractures of pipes, &c., often occur 
through the accumulation of alr from leaky Joints, &c., the air thus passing into 
the pipes and mixing with the water, often causing sudden shocks and great 
variation in pressure, and these shocks frequently lead to fracture of J ‘ints and 
pipes. But the air-vessel referred to prevents these shocks; it la, indeed, a 
cushion or spring, which takes off or preventa those shocks, and ft ls without 
doubt of great serv'ce, and especially for working pumps of large size and mains 
of great length. Mr. Sanderson explained at great length, and showed also by 
numerous diagrams, his plans, which*nave been adopted on a large scale, for re- 
plenishing the air-vessels attached to pumping-engines. He showed the mint- 
mum size necessary to constract those vessels, and also the curious and eff ctive 
machinery used for forcing the air into them, and also for replenishing them, 
The paper was listened to with the greatest attention, and a hearty vote of 
thanks was passed to the writer. The discussion of this important subject will 
be resumed at the next meeting. We should not omit to state that Mr. Sander- 
son showed a very ingenious arrangement, by which an air-vessel cau be con- 
structed to suit the required purpo-e of au alr-vessel tn a shaft where one of the 
usual size aud shape could not conventently be put in. 





REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE AND CHESHIRE, 


April 18.—Uninterrupted activity in all branches of trade must 
again be reported, and there is much speculation as to when and at 
what limit prices will stop. The demand for coke and furnace fuel 
has caused another increase of prices, and the supply is still consl- 
derably below the requirements, Imports of foreign ore are on the 
increase, and home ores and stone are much enquired for. The new 
iron shipbuilding company at Barrow has commenced work, and 
large numbers of men are daily arriving in the town, who have been 
engaged at thisestablishment, Large wire-making works have also 
been started in this enterprising place, and in a few weeks the ne- 
cessary ironwork incidental to wagon-building will be carried on in 
Barrow, by Mr. Claye, who has also large works at Long Eaton, 
Derby. Iron and steel are shipped in great quantities to the Conti- 
nent and America, and ore is in good demand at former currencies, 

A committee appointed at a public meeting, held in Atherton, is 
soliciting subscriptions for the relief of the sufferers by the recent 
disaster at Messrs. Fletchers’ Lovers’ Lane Colliery. Twelve widows 
and fifty-seven children have to be provided for, and steps are being 
taken to join the district to the Wigan general committee, so that 
some assistance may be obtained from the fund there, which has 
been in existence since the Hindley Green explosion, in 1868, and to 
which nearly 10,0002, has been subscribed since it was established,

In Manufactured Iron there has been no buyers to any extent from 
makers since last week's advance was declared, and any transactions 
which have taken place have been confined to second-hands, who 
purchased at under late quotations, and are now selling at late rates, 
Of course, the amount in second hands is only limited, and cannot 
be replaced unless at the advance noted last week, That makers 
have little faith in a speedy reduction of prices may be gathered from 
the fact that the puddlers and millmen at Motherwell have received 
another advance of wages, and the other works will have to follow. 
Makers do not complain of want of work. This week the Gartcosh 
Works have commenced operations, after having been a good num- 
ber of years idle. Their manufacture is confined to sheets for tin- 
plate and galvanising purposes, and in the hands of the present pro- 
prietary will be chiefly confined to the latter. 

Last week the Iron Trades of the West of Scotland inauguarated 
the reduction of their hours of labour to 51 per week bya festival in the City 
Hall, Sheriff Beil in the chair. Thespeakers gave the workmen some wholesome 
advice, and the learned Chairman estimated the skilled and unskilled workmen 
of the district at 40,000, whose wages average il, per week, or 2,800,000. yearly, 

The proprietors of the Blochairn Ironworks, after much expendi- 
ture of anxiety and skill, and at a loss of, perhaps, 50,000/. in cash, 
in order to overcome the difficulties attendant upon the manufacture 
of heavy plate and bar-iron, have at last been successful. The great 
mechanical difficulty lay in the strain the reversing gearing in use 
suffered when the large mills were reversed, the rebound often tear- 
ing away the teeth of ponderous iron, and even brass, wheels, as if 
they had been cut out of cheese. 

The Napier Patent Differential Reversing Gear is giving great sa- 
tisfaction at the Butterley Ironworks, Derbyshire. A very simple reversing{gear 
is used at the Parkhead forge, but the Blochairn Company have choscn an in- 
vention of Mr. Stevenson, of Dick and Stevenson, engineers, Airdrie. The ap- 
paratus may be described thus: The shaft that drives the mill carries two spur- 
wheels made of steel, runuing in opposite directions, These wheels carry on 
their sides a concave cone, into which is fitted a corresponding convex cone, the 
latter being made of adjustable segments, in order that it may be easily adapted 
to apy wear that takes place. The cones are carried by a sliding cluteh, and 
move backward and forward, 80 as to engage or disengage the wheels, according 
to the direction in which the mill is required to revolve. The cluvch-plece is 
moved by a steam or hydraulic cylinder, fixed on the end of the shaft, by way of 
relieving the latter from any end thrust, while the clutch 1s connected with the 
cylinder by means of a rod passing up the centre of the shaft. The mill is con- 
stantly attended by a reverser, who, by working a lever, gives the motion in the 
required direction. This conical arrangement has been found to obviate the 
shock of reversing the rolls, which are 26 inches in diameter, by 8 ft. in length, 
These works produce from 1510 to 18 0 tons of iron per week, or an annual yleld 
of about 80,000 tons. Taking iron at the present average price of 111. to 121. per 
ton, we have thus an annual output representing close upon a million sterling. 
There are also 19 Siemens furnaces, upwards of 90 ordinary puddling-furnaees, 
13 steam-hammers, 5 plate-mills, 3 merchant-milis, an engine capacity of 1500- 
horse power, and the usual miscellaneous plant. They roll iron from % in. to 
1% in. thick in plates, and in widths of 7ft. 9in. in diameter. The sum spent 
iu wages is about 30001. per week, or 156,001. per annum,
